Peace & Goodwill Day bill put forward 


An Act respeeting 
International Peace 
and Goodwill Day,” 
Bill C-258. was put 
forward for debate on 
January 24th in the 
House of Commons 
by Bill Vankoughnet. 
MP for Hastings- 
Frontenac-Lennox 
and Addington 

The Bill would 
change the name of 
December 26th from 
Boxing Day to 
‘International Peace 
and Goodwill Day’ 
This Bill is a direct 
result. of my great 
concern about the 
world’s present situa- 
tion and what kind of 
future we are build- 
ing for ourselves, 
said Mr 
Vankoughnet 
- ‘We, as Members 
of Parliament repre- 
senting peace-loving 
Canafiians, have an 
opportunity to furth- 
er stress the .impor- 
tance of international 
yeace and “goodwill 
2y supporting this 
initiative.’ 

Mr. Vankoughnet 
noted that the United 
Nations has declared 
that 1986 is Interna- 
tional Peace Year 
and that by designat- 


_ing December 26th as 


International Peace 
and Goodwill Day we 
can ‘demonstrate to 
the rest of the world 
that Canada and 
Canadians are 
committed to the 
goal of world peace.’ 
The issue of the 
tradition of “Boxing 
Day’ was also 
addressed by Mr. 
Vankoughnet as he 
said. ‘No one is more 
aware of customs 
than l am 

‘My strong belief in 
our traditions is on 
record as a descen- 
dant of the United 
Empire Loyalists 
who carved a great 
society out of this 
harsh Canadian 
climate. I believe 
that such a name 
change will in fact 
enhance our histori- 
cal view of Boxing 
Day.

especially large 
quantities. The entire 
U.S. military 
produces 11 kilo- 
grams a year, to

ublic. Even Ontario 
ydro and our

Woods, water, 
and wildlife

THINKING SNOW 
For most of Ontar- 
io, this has been a 
winter of near- 
continuous snow, to 
the delight of skiers. 
For the natural 
world, the influence 
of snow cover is very 
important. 


One of the first 
serious looks at the 
ecological impor- 
tance of snow came 
from a Russian scien- 
tist named Formozov 
in the 1940’s. He 

rouped wildlife into 
three types; ‘chiono- 
phobes‘’. who avoid 
the snow by migrat- 
ing southwards; 
‘chioneuphores'’, 
such as moose, fox 
and mice, who can 
tolerate snowy 
winters; and ‘chion- 
iophiles‘, or snow- 
lovers, such as the 
snowshoe hare and 
ptarmigan that 
actively adapt to a 
snowy environment. 
Perhaps Formozov 
was ahead of his time 
- his lables sound like

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something from pop 


psychology that 
could apply to your 
neighbours 


A blanket of snow 
is aptly named. Its 
insulating value 
ensures that even 
when winter air 
temperatures fluctu- 
ate wildly, climate 
beneath the snow 
remains stable at 
just below freezing. 
in this sheltered 
world, the secret 
communities of 
woodland mice, voles 
and shrews tunnel 
their way from one 
grassy tussock to 
another, safe from 
both winter storms 
and searching owls. 


In a mild and snow- 
less winter, this shel- 
ter is missing, and 
the continuous 
freeze-thaw cycle 
robs forage vegeta- 
tion of its nutrition. If 
these conditions 
persist, the popula- 
tions of these small 
mammals ‘suffer.

When Canadian 
songstress Anne 
Murray urged her 
little snowbird to

she was undoubtedly 
not aware that the 
winter bird most of 
us call the snowbird 
is actually a Snow 
bunting, a member of 
the same family as 
sparrows and 
inches. On a recent 
Saturday, I had the 
unusual . opportunity 
to see these northern 
visitors up close, as 
part of a program to 
study the movements 
of snow buntings by 
leg banding and color 


have to catch it. t 
may seem an impos- 
sible task, for the 
huge winter flocks of 
snew buntings seem 
always on the move, 
lighting only briefly 
before swirling off to 
another field. Even 
on the ground, snow 
buntings seem 
seldom quiet, as the 
birds at the rear of a 
flock constantly rise 
and drop at the front, 
creating a wheelin 

motion like a whirl- 
wind of dust. In the 
sky, the flocks shim- 
mer and disappear as 
their white wings and 
bellies blend with the 
snow, and then 
appear again as the

black wing markings 
become visible. 


But all this move- 
ment takes place 
within a few square 
miles while the birds 
are in Ontario for the 


‘winter, and a regular 


route of repeated 
visits soon appears. 
A series of wire traps 
set on a regular feed- 
ing spot, liberally 
baited with corn and 
seeds, can yield a few 
or several dozen live 
birds at a time. Our 
trapping success was 
limited, with only 
nine birds after a 
long wait. Under the 
careful eye of a 
licensed bird bander, 
these nine were 
measured, their sex 
and age recorded, 


and an individually 
numbered band 
placed carefully on 
one leg of each. A 
harmless green dye 
was then painted on 
the wing and breast- 
feathers, so, that 
marked birds -could 
be spotted from a 
distance. Recaptures 
of marked birds later 
in the season or in 
coming years will 
help to unravel the 
mystery of how the 
‘snowbirds’ spend 
their winters.

As I mentioned 
reviously, we now 
now that the 
massive influence of 
TV in our homes has 
changgd our lifestyle. 


We know that child-. 


ren who watch 
violence on TY 
become themselves 
more violent. This 
violence increases 
our own toleration of 
violence in society. 
We know that too 
much TV viewing 
destroys a child’s 
creativity, lowers 
their verbal skills 
and reduces their 
social maturation. 
We know, also, that 
good TV increases 
our knowledge, keeps 
us informed and 
develops our appreci- 
ation of quality 
entertainment. 

The question 
concerning TV is 
‘Should the govern- 
ment exercise 
control in content and 
secondly, what direc- 
tion should that 
control take?’, if 
indeed we do want 
control. Of course the 
government now 
controls a certain 


censorship, advertis- 
ing and Canadian 
content. 

Recently the CBC 
has launched a major 
counter attack on its 
reduced budget. It 
has suggested that 
they could produce 
much more of the 
entertainment on TY. 
There are many good 
reasons for this prop- 
osal. Canadian T 
stations oy many 
millions of dollars to 
Americans for their 
weekly serial produc- 
tions. This U.S. prog- 
ramming introduces 
into our culture a 
number of very un- 
Canadian values. The 
most obvious is the 
use of violence in the 
U.S. compared to 
Canada. The U.S., 
with by far the high- 
est murder rate and 
violent crime rate in 
the Western World, 
portrays policemen 
as dispensers of 
justice through 
immediate execution 
without the benefit of 
a trial. Likewise, the 
criminals on these 
TV. shows, waste 
(kill) anybody who 
opposes them. The

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obvious message is 
that killing is the way 
to solve a problem. 
This culture importa- 
tion of violence in 
place of negotiation 
or reason, or law, or 
other niceties, rather 
frightens me.

In contrast, I 
viewed a new Cana- 
dian detective show 
recently, ‘The 
Suicide Murders’. In 
this enchanting 
adventure not one 
single killing or any 
violence occurred on 
the screen, although 
three murders did 
occur off screen. The 
plot was interesting 
and absorbing while 
the action was most 
suspenseful. It was 
an excellent CBC 
production. Other 
recent productions 
like ‘Anne of Green 
Gables’ and ‘The 
Campbells’ were of 
first rate quality. In 
addition, these 
productions more 
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either struggle 
through filing of their

In certain 
communities across 
Canada the Taxation 
Department has set 
up a system of free- 
of-charge service, 
using volunteer agen- 
cies. The volunteers 
have .received some 
training and their 
services are usually 
available to needy 
persons and senior 
citizens. 

Revenue Canada 
doesn’t advertise this 
publicly, but the fact 
is that if you end up 
owing a large sum of 
money to the tax- 
collector, you can 
make instalment 
payments. Of course, 
you'll have to pay 
interest on 
amount you have 
outstanding after 
April 30.

‘ism. The service raises social and ethical 


questions about current issues such as genetic 
en ence es unemployment and poverty, 
child neglect and the boredom of affluence. 

A short drama based on Biblical women 
focuses on the thought of choosing life in all its 
fullness as a continuing experience. 

The cover design for the service folder has 
been created by an Aboriginal school boy and 
portrays in symbolism the going forth of the 
disciples with the message of Christ to the 
whole of creation. 

The World Day of Prayer is sponsored in 
Canada by the Women’s Inter-Church Council 
of Canada (WICC) which represents eleven of 
the major denominations in Canada. WICC 
works in conjunction with the International 
World Day of Prayer Committee which is 
made up of representatives from 170 coun- 
tries. Last year, WICC distributed over 
288,000 copies of the service to 3,000 communi- 
ties in Canada. The service was printed in 
English and French with special editions in 
saree print, Japanese, Chinese and Braille. 

The offerings from the services are applied 


- to the cost of printing with the surplus being 


used to help carry on the work of WICC. As 
well, last year, grants to the amount of $13,000 


were applied to women’s projects in the Third ' 


World and $7,000 to women’s projects in 
Canada and the Canadian Bible Society.

This world-wide 
human rights organi- 
zation grew out of a 
1961 British newspap- 
er article by Peter 
Benenson. Entitled 


_‘The Forgotten Pris- 


oners’, the article 
reviewed the plight of 
a number of people 
who, although they 
had not used or advo- 
cated violence, had 
been imprisoned 
because of their 
beliefs, their race or 
their ethnic origin. It 
encouraged readers 
to work for the 
release of these pris- 
oners and its 
message received an 
overwhelming 
response. . 
In the years since 
Benenson’s article, 
Amnesty Internation- 
al has grown enorm- 
ously in membershi 
and stature. Wit 
more than 500,000 
members and 
supporters in 160 
countries, the organi- 
zation continues to 
campaign steadily 
against the unjust 
detention of prison- 
ers of conscience by 
means of massive 
letter-writing appe- 
als to governmenet 
authorities request- 
ing information, 
improved treatment 
and release of those 
held unjustly. In 
addition to seeking 
the release of prison- 
ers of conscience, 
Amnesty advocates 
fair and early trials 
for all prisoners and 
works on the behalf 
of people detained 
without charge or 
without trial. The 
third aspect of its 
three part madate is 
Amnesty’s opposition 


to the death penalty, 
torture, and other 
cruel or inhuman 
treatment af 
prisoners. 


Information for the 
letter-writing appe- 
als carried .out by 
jocal groups on 
behalf of prisoners 
around the world is 
gathered by Amnes- 
ty’s research office, 


‘based in London, 
England, With a staff 
of 150 le of 30 


nationalities, this 
office seeks and anal- 
yses information 
from a variety of 
sources to enable 
Amnesty's  letter- 
writing network to 

rate most effec- 
tively. The research 
it undertakes on 
torture and torture 
victims is a vital step 
in bringing pressure 


* 
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to bear on the many 
governments that 
routinely use torture 
as a means to 
suppress dissent. 
Amnesty also 
publishes extensive 
and highly respected 
reports. on human 
rights in specific 
countries; lifting 
human rights abuses 
out of the shadows 
and into public view. 
Dr. Tai Solarin, 
imprisoned by the 
Nigerian government 
in April 1984 and held 
without charge until 
his release last 
August wrote to 
Amnesty Internation- 
al soon after his 
release: ‘I will never 
be able to return 
enough thanks for the 
services you 
rendered to me, and 
render to millions of 
other world citizens. 
There is yet so little 
done...1 have conso- 
lation, however, in 
the fact that as long 
as these situations 
abound the world 
over, you will not quit 
the battlefield.’ 
Amnesty's effec- 
tiveness is due hot 
only to its painstak- 
ing research and 
grass roots approach 
to ‘the casework on 
individual prisoners, 
but also to its scru- 
pulous care in main- 
taining its impartiali- 
ty and political inde- 
pendence. To this 
end, Amnesty does 
not. accept funds 
from governments, 
nor does it accept 
donations designated 
for any special 
purpose by a donor 
Amnesty members 
are not permitted to 


‘act as Al members 


on human rights 
violations in their 
own countries and 
the cases that they do 
adopt are products of 
widely different polit- 
ical ideologies. 
Suriya Wickrema- 
singhe, a lawyer 
from Sri Lanka, 
elected to her third 
term as Chairperson 
of Amnesty, Interna- 


tional | Executive 
Committee in 
November 1984, 


made the following 
comment on the 
reasons for Amnes- 
ty’s effectiveness: ‘If 
governments today 
are prep cd to 
receive and to listen 
to Al's delegations, 
this is often precisely 
because they have 
already been 
subjected for months 
or even years to 
relentless pressure 
ffom groups of Al 
members who, day in 
and day out, take 
pains to familiarize 
themselves with the 
facts about their pris- 
oners and the coun- 
tries to which they 
belong, write letters 
to ministers and 
other officials on 
behalf of these: pris- 
oners, collect signa- 
tures on petitions, 
lobby visiting state 
dignitaries, pay. 


' Local artists perform in

visits to local ambas- 
sadors and ask them 
polite but informed 
questions. It-is main- 
ly due to the stead- 
fast ‘work of this 
‘internatinal army of 
individual men and 
women interceding 
on behalf of other 
individual men and 
women that Al owes 
its impact.’ 

The efforts of 
members of Amnesty 
International are 
effective. Although 
Al has a policy of not 
taking credit for 
specific releases 
simply because there 
are too many vari- 
ables involved, Al's 
statistics show a 


marked  improve- 
ment in prisoner 
cases after mass 
action has taken 
place. During 1983. 
Amnesty recorded 
1,300 prisoner 


releases and it took 
up 1,700 new cases 
Government | offi- 
cials, prison employ- 
ees and ex-prisoners 
say repeatedly that 
Amnesty letters are 
indeed a form of 
ressure that is often 
needed. The Peter- 
borough group. 
which works on 
behalf of Dr. Anto 
Kovacevic, a Yupo- 
slavian prisoner of 
conscience, was 
heartened last vear 
by the news brought 
by a former Yugosla 
yian prisoner who 
attributed his rela 
tively good treatment 
in prison to the. fact 
that his case had 
been taken up_ by 
Amnesty Internation- 
al. His knowledge of 
Amnesty'’s work on 
his behalf was furth- 
ermore a_ crucial 
source of hope at a 
very dark time 
Amnesty Interna- 
tional’s contribution 
to the field of human 
rights is recognized 
around the world. It 
received the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1977 
for its work in ‘secur- 
ing the ground for 
freedom, for justice, 
and thereby also for 
pace in the world’. 
n 1978, the 30th 
anniversary of the 
Universal Declara- 
tion of Human 
Rights, the United 
Nations Human 
Rights Prize for 
‘outstanding achieve- 
ment in the field of 
human rights’ was 


awarded to Amnesty
